In hts speech at Danville, Saturday, 
Mr. Yerkes took occasion for the first 
lime to deny the allegations of the 
Hon. James Andrew Scott with refer- 
ence to the alleged secret conference at 
the Gall House, in Louisville, at whtch 
time Mr. Scott believed the death of 
William Goebel was ordained, by say- 
ing “that at no time, by no person, in 
no way. was thu murder or death of, or 
the doing of harm In aoy way, or In 
aoy form to Senator Goebel, or to any 
other person mentioned or discussed at 
that conference ” This may be true, 
but why has Mr. Yerkes remained si- 
lent so long though repeatedly asked to 
deny or affirm? He could have saved 
himself much trouble by answering 
questions propounded to him iasl June 
by a paper published within 10 miles 
of his home aod which have confront- 
ed him In newspapers ail over the State. 
The assassination scheme may have not 
been concocted at the Galt House con- 
ference, but everv one of those named 
by Mr Yerkes as being present on that 
occasion ha- since endorsed the acts of 
those who did conspire and carry Into 
execution the damnable plot to remove 
Mr. Goebel. There may be a difference 
between the man who plans and com- 
mits, aod the one who approves an un- 
lawful act, but.lt Is the small difference 
between tweedledum and tweedledee. 
In fact, If there be any difference, it is 
In favor of the former, for It takes a 
certain kind of courage to commit a 
criminal act, while aoy cowBrd can ap- 
prove of one. It Is. therefore, not a 
matter of much moment whether Mr 
Yerkes helped plan the crime or not 
He and his tarty endorse and approve 
its execution, and they must answer for 
it two «eeks from today, when we hope 
and believe the verdict, against assassl- 
natiou as a means of government, will 
be so decided that assassins and their 
sympathizers will be forever done for 
— Lexington Mornlog Democrat.
